"We Were Promised Par- 


ity But We Didn't Get 


It," Speaker Says 


CAMDEN, Ark.—Deploring the lack 


of hardsurfaced highways in South 
Arkansas, 25 delegates from .several 
counties south of the Arkansas river 
mcl here Wednesday, made plans and 
drafted resolutions to be presented 
nt the general membership meeting of 
Ihe Soulh Arkansas Highway Associa- 
tion at Warren, March- Zt. 


President L. L. Mitchell of Prescnll 


said an aggressive campaign for new 
highways is planned. In his keynote 
address he threatened an injunction 
suit to halt the highway program if 
this section were not given new con- 
struction. Mitchell also spoke at the 
luncheon of the Camdeii Lions Club, at 
which delegates were guests. 


Alleges Discrimination 


"This half of the state has been dis- 


criminated against in the matter of 
paving highways," President Mitchell 
snid. "We are minus many roads that 
we are entitled to under the MiirlJiiciiu 
highway law of 1927. We paid for 
them and they belong to us." 


Mitchell reviewed briefly the old 


Harrelson road law and the $86,000,001) 
bonded indebtedness assumed by the 
state for the districts under the Mar- 
tinea u highway law. 


"We were promised parity of high- 


way construction under that act," he 
said. "We did not gel it then and we 
have not received its since. We have 
spent ?155,000,000 and we didn't get our 
share. Most of the South Arkansas 
counties did not have any bonded in- 
debtedness either. We are millions 
and millions of dollars short in road 
construction. 


Mitchell said that $4,000,000 to $(!,- 


000,600 would be nvailnb'.o for new- 
highway construction if the "special 
session which meets Thursday adopts 
Governor Bailey's program. 


"We must get our share of this," he 


added. "It is rightfully oia-o and we 
are not asking for anything that we 
arc nol eiililled to. If we don't, ther 
we are ready to go into federal coin" 
und halt the entire program."

ROCK—(/P)—The text of Gov. Carl E. Bailey's message to the 


ipecial session of the legislature convened at noon Thursday follows in full: 
1 Proper respect for you and the people dictates that I refer briefly to de- 
partments, agencies, and institutions as administered under legislation and 
ippropriations made by you at Ihe regular session last year. 


Your penal system is on a cash basis. During the four years preceding 1937, 


there had been on capital expenditures made at this institution. The present 
administration has erected and repaired buildings and roads, purchased large 
numbers of mules and other livestock, made a highly successful crop las 
season, has cash, food, feedstuffs, and clolhing on hand ample for anolher 
year's successful operalion. 


You reorganized the Public Welfare 


Department which has functioned ef- 
ficiently. The department is giving 
service and relief to almost twice as 
many individuals as heretofore, and 
yet at an administrative expense which 
is slightly less in total than the ex- 
pense incurred by that department 
heretofore. The expense is, of course, 
enormously less per unit. The de- 
partment is cooperating fully with the 
Social Security Board in Washington. 
All of those whom you intended should 
be given service or relief—that is, 
crippled children, dependent children, 
the indigent aged, and the indigent 
sick—are being provided for in the 
manner you directed.

It 
should be well if mothers could realize 
this fact and keep at least part of their 
on these matters most of the time.
